Ill deeper gullies, a longer lllue is 
iieeoMiiry according to the condition 
und amount of washing. Brush and 
straw, firmly ttmtoneil down, make 
u gohd dam (pr Mopping cruslnn, 
in regions where Umber and brush 
are plentiful good results In tilling 
gullies have been obtained by the use 
of brjisli flam*. In hill side gullies 
where Hie How of Writer Is sniull the 
duius are commonly built of loose 
brush sometimes weighted do- n with 
logs. Where the llovv Is -mouglc to 
overtop the dam, the brash call ho 
held down by cro.v.piccea nnd stukra. 
HImply dumping the brush Into a gully 
will not give good results. 

Before beginning to reclaim a gully 
with soil-saving dums, (ho entire work 
of reclamation should ho pluuued. If 
oaly a part of tho work Is planned 
It may not fit Into tho complete re¬ 
clamation work which limy be under¬ 
taken later, After tlie bead data la 
In place and erosion checked, u num¬ 
ber of low, temporary flams can lie 
lift'd In It wide, shallow depression 
Uml will gradually fill. If the gully 
cuds In Ihe side or a drop drnlnnga 
rhapnvt, the lower end must ha built 
up with a high dam. The higher the 
(lani* tlie fewer,will ho required, bat 
several low dams are less costly than

Propar Materials I* Sure to 
Causo Disaster. 


‘'Laying bent n-quire oyster shell* 
and llmcstono grit nt nil times ns 
well as mush containing nnlnml feed," 
said Prof, J. 0. Hatpin In nn address 
lo the poultry school at tho Ohio ex¬ 
periment station. 

This statement was Imsod tin an 
array of ynlunbla data gleaned from 
yoars of experimental work nt Hie 
Wisconsin experiment station. Tho 
dntn showed conclusively Hint failure 
to provldo shells and grit for (ho lay¬ 
ing hens Is disastrous to profitable 
*’gg production, though, contrary to 
popular belief, this failure does not 
appear lo enimc soft-xhollod eggs. 

In order to get pullets In the habit 
of eating oyster shells nnd grit at an 
early age, It Is tlm practlco of tlm O 
P'-rlmmt station lo keep these essen¬ 
tials before the birds during the 
brooder stage. When tho pullets are 
out on range a quantity of the shells 
and grit nro put on tho ground near 
tho colony.

N«w Stato Rule Reviewed By 
Governor. 

Annapolis.— 

What reorganization of the State 
government will mean to Maryland la 
to he set forth in detail by Governor 
Ritchie at the aonual session of the 
Governors’ Conference, to be held at 
the Greenbrier Hotel, White Sulphur 
SpringJ, Va„ December Is, IS and 16. 

To this end he has made additional 
studies of the Reorganization Act, 
which becomes effective Jaunary 1. 
and arranged a summery showing Just 
wbat changes will be made In the 
State's administrative offices. 

The summary. In part, Is as follows: 

Department of Finance—Thle de¬ 
partment will be headed by the Comp¬ 
troller and the Treasurer. The Slate 
Auditor, the Rank Commissioner, the 
Insurance Commissioner, the State 
Tax Commission end the State Pur¬ 
chasing Agent arc all assigned to this 
department, although these officials all 
continue to bo appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernor. 

The more Important administrative 
changes are as follows: 

Stale Audttar'a Department—The 
duties of the Stato Auditor, which at 
present cover the accounts of alt.Stato 
departments, Slate-owaed and State- 
aided Institutions, and all Clerks of 
Court, Registrars of Wills, Sheriffs. 
State's Attorneys and Collectors of 
State Taxes, are broadened so as to 
cover fell county treasurers, collectors, 
tee officers and County Commission¬ 
ers so far an State taxos and receipts 
are concerned. 

This department has very much 
more work than Its present stiff can 
do, so that the audits are not frequent 
enough. To obviate this an annual 
appropriation Is made for auditing as¬ 
sistance of nearly 120,000 Instead of 
a little over (6,000, as at present. 

Payment of Dills—All bills for mer¬ 
chandise, materials and supplies pur¬ 
chased by any of the departments or 
Institutions of the State are required 
to be promptly forwarded to the 
Comptroller for audit and review and 
If found correct they are to be paid by 
the Treasurer upon warrant of tha 
Comptroller, 

The Comptroller, however, Is given 
the power to exempt from this require¬ 
ment such purchases as he may. front 
time to time, determine It Is bolter for 
the doparlmor.i or Institution to pay 
Itself, and to facilitate pnymonts of

During the two years that have passed since 
the-e rate, were established, we have directed 
every energy toward furnishing the best pos¬ 
sible service and toward the effecting of econ¬ 
omies so that our investors might be afforded 
the return to which they are entitled. 


in the first nine mon.hs of this year, our earn¬ 
ings have been at the rate of 5.7% a year on 
our investment in Maryland. 


The return is still inadequate, being less than 
the I egad interest rate. But we have made prog¬ 
ress and this gives us confidence that with our 
present rates w« can, by constantly increasing 
efficiency and persistent economy, earn a return 
sufficient to attract the new capital ntoezsary to 
permit us to expand our system.

The Commissioner Is re 
qulred to have had at toast live years 
experience In tbs treatment of mental 
diseases.

The return is still inadequate, being less than 
the legal interest rate. But we have made prog¬ 
ress and this gives us confidence that with our 
present rates we con, by constantly increasing 
efficiency and ptrsistent economy, earn a return 
sufficient to attract the new capital necessary to 
permit us to expand our system.

U follows then that the public is concerned 
in the Company’s earnings, because if the earn¬ 
ings are inadequate, the service cannot be main¬ 
tained at a high standard. On the other hand, 
if earnings are excessive, the public is entitled 
to lower rates. 

The aim of this Company has always been to 
charge rates that will yield a fair but not exten¬ 
sive return on the investment. This is necessary 
to attract the new capital required to keep step 
with the growth and progress of the com¬ 
munity. 

When we were forced finally to seek relief 
through increased rates, we did not ask' the 
Public Service Commission to approve rates 
high enough to yield a fair return. We hoped 
that the future would bring reductions in costs 
And that increased efficiency would be ob- 
timed. This, together with rrtg-ierate increases 
In I—r—I —ahIJ, s.<?tjt within a rea¬ 

sonable time in providing iWjScvvnt revenues to 
yield a fair return. 

The Conu.uis*k<n, in authorizing our rate in¬ 
creases, stated that the new ratios vould yield a 
return of about 5.3% on the v.'Iue of our 
property. 

During the two years that have passed since 
these rates were established, we have directed 
every energy toward furnishing the best pos¬ 
sible service and toward the effecting of econ¬ 
omies so that our investors might be afforded 
the return to which they are entitled. 

In the first nine months of this year, our earn¬ 
ings have been at the rate of 5.7% a year on 
our investment in Maryland. 

The return it still inadequate, being less than 
the legal interest rate. But we have made prog¬ 
ress and this gives us confidence that with our 
present rates we can, by constantly increasing 
efficiency and persistent economy, earn a return 
sufficient to attract the new capital necessary to 
permit us to expand our system.

In the first nine months of this year, our earn¬ 
ings have been at the rate of 3.7% a year on 
our investment in Maryland. 

The return is still inadequate, being lets than 
the legal inteiest rate. But we have made prog¬ 
ress and this gives us confidence that with our 
present rates we can, by constantly increasing 
efficiency and persistent economy, earn a return 
sufficient to attract the new capital necessary to 
permit us to expand our system.
